SPOUTING OIL EXHIBITION. 


CALLAHANNOT GUILTY

The exhibition of a spouting oil well

A sensation was sprung at the oil 


field which was not on the programme, 
says the St. Louis .Globe-Pemoerat. 
After the Higglns well bad spouted for 
five minutes the valve was closed, and 
the crowd started for the city, but a ru- 
mor was spread that the big Beatty 
well was about to break loose, and. 
thousands of people went to tbe well, 
about 500 yards away. Workmen were 
busy removing the four inch rotary 
pipe which was left in the well when 
oil was struck. About 500 feet of this 
pipe waa removed when it -was seen 
that tbe force was becoming so strong 
it could no longer be controlled, and 
the men cleared aw&y and lei the pipe 
shoot. It went beyond the top of the 
derrick and broke In twain and fell to 
the ground. Tbe solid six inch stream 
of oil followed and went 60 feet over 
the top of tbe 60 foot derrick, eclipsing 
tbe Higglns well.

two iron gratings, nnd every 20 men were 
[ 


in charge of .1 captain, one of their owe I 
number. 
The lot were in charge of a ' 


surgeon appointed by the government to 
go with the ship. In all matters affecting 
the convicts, every roan on the ship was 
bound to obey the surgeon. 
The crew 


had mnslicts and cutlasses dealt out to ' 
them, and a certain number had to stand 
guard as iho various gangs were brought 
on deck to bs exercised. If the surgeon : 
was a thorough man, he got his "con- j 
eignmenl" through in good order, but if 
i 


he was not there was sure to be an oat- | 
break oC malignant type, which some- 
times carried off half the lot. I knew one 
ship to lose 47 convicts oat of 05, and 
with them 11 of the crew. 


The ship Silver Queen, Captain James, 


had contracted to carry our 128 Botany 
Bay convicts, and this was niy second 
year aboard of her as an appt entice. A 
day or two before we left England I 
reached my fifteenth year and was a 
pretty solid lad for my age. As I remem- 
ber the lot, about 59 were sentenced for 
manslaughter, the same number for rob- 
bery and burglary, and the others -were 
made up of forgers, embezzlers, incen- 
diaries and so on. There were two in 
the lot who had escaped from the Bay 
and finally found their way back to he 
recaptured. Taken as a whole, the lot 
was said to be the worst one ever sent 
out, and the ship carried an extra officer 
and four extra hands. The prison part 
took up one-half of the space between 
decks. Every morning and evening, when 
the weather would permit, 20 men at a 
time were allowed to come up for ten 
minutes' exercise. 


Boylike, my sympathies were with the 


convicts. No matteirwhat they had done, 
the idea that they w«re 'going off to a 
living death settled jthe matter with me. 
The discipline of the ship was very strict, 
hut I found seven;! opportunities to 
show my good will. When on duty be- 
low, 
I passed them tobacco, gave them 


the news from above nnd winked at their 
disobedience of rules. 
Every convict 


gang had its leader. The leader of this 
one was a man named Harry Small—one 
of the escaped Botany. Bays who was be- 
ing returned. He was a--quiet fellow, in- 
telligent and crafty, -and when he saw 
that I leaned his way he one day asked 
me for pencil and paper. I gave them 
to him, and he wrote a note which I 
afterward delivered to a sailor before the 
mast. I did all this out of pure sym 
pathy, having not the slightest idea that 
there was any wrong in it. 


Nothin? whatever occurred on the voy- 


age to the Cape of Good Hope. All the 
officers were agreeably disappointed in 
the behavior of the convicts, which was 
BO exemplary that not a 'man had been 
flogged or imprisoned in the black hole. 
I heard our captain say that it was al- 
most as fine as making a regular voyage 
out. I said nothing whatever occurred. 
I meant among the convicts. It after- 
ward transpired that there was an excite- 
ment among the crew forward. The sail- 
or to whom I had delivered the note had 
secretly declared to his mates that the 
eurgeon had predicted an outbreak of 
lever after leaving the cape. The con- 
sequence was thtt seven of them de- 
serted at Cape Town, and the same num- 
ber of new hands were shipped. I could 
nevsr see where the anilor had any hand 
In it, hut w« certainly lost by the ex- 
' change. 
We lost seven Englishmen, 


While those who filled their places were 
Portuguese and half breed Dutchmen, and 
as dirty a set as you ever saw aboard a 
•hip. 


In leaving the cape we stood to the 


iontheast for a hundred miles and then 
laid the course straight for Point Davey, 
on the southernmost end of Tasmania 
Land, this course being only two points 
from due east. In this run, clear across 
the Indian ocean, we should pass a hun- 
dred miles to the south of the island of 
St. Paul. That nnd Amsterdam island 
are the only two within 500 miles of the 
course. 


I was on guard below for four hours 


every other day. On such occasion Small 
cckcd me for the run of the ship. I could 
nearly always give ii. to him, as I heard 
it from some of the officers. 
We had 


been out a week when he asked me about 
the island of St. Paul. I had an old i 
chsrt, on which it was put down as un- 
inhabited. He asked how close we would 
run to it and that I find ont, if possible, 
when we were at the nearest point. Had 
I been older I should not have been de- 
ceived. I was only a lafij and a green 
ono at that, and, as I told yon before, I 
felt a deep sympathy for the convicts. 


It was on a Tuesday night that I over- 


heard the captain say to the surgeon that 
if the wind held we would be opposite St. 
Paul uy nuoii U».i.i. un>. Tlie -ftiud liiu 
hold, and at 10 o'clock neit forenoon I 
went on dnty below and at once gave 
Small the news. It was just an hour 
later when a fight broke out among the 
men, and there was a row to disturb the 
whole ship. The orders of the officers 
weri> set at defiance, and as a conse- 
quence, when they did succeed in com- 
manding obedience, it was deemed host 
to do some flogging to ovorawa the con- 
victs. Four mon who were supposed to 
be ringleaders were singled out, the emir" 
lot wore mustered on deck, and pretty 
soon No. 1 was lashed up to the gratings 
iv,,/ puniaiscieul. 
The erst blow struck 


wns a sigtal, and every convict uttered 
a shout and sprang for a weapon. I! 
was a complete surprise to the officers, 
but it was quickly seen that there was 
also a conspiracy. Not one of the seven 
new sailors would fire a shot, and the 
guns of four or five others were found to 
have been tampered with. 
Tbe fight 


lasted for about t»«n minutes, during 
whicl'. time the surgeon, first and second 
mates and three hands were killed. In 
return they killed seven of the convicts. 
I hud no hand in the row. At the very 
firet go off some one struck me in the 
neck and knocked me flat and uncon- 
scious.

by the tirae I got m/ senses back, and the 
convict gang was vild with exultation. 
The loughor poitiou demanded that eiery 
one who was not with them bb.ou.ld be 
butchered, but Small rind his three or 
four lieutenants put them down. I ttiinU 
the Cna idea of the convicts was to g,> 
ashore at St. Paul, having previously 
scuttled the ship, but thib gave place t.> 
anothin1 pl«a. The third ru.ttc, or bos'n, 
agreed Co cast in his lot with th« convicts. 
The captain, carpenter, sailruaker and 
six or sfTo-n hands got no choice. 
The 


longboat was lowered, ruovided with 
pails, oars, food and water, anil th<- men 1 
have narpe.1 were sent adrift without be- 
ing harmed. By a pocket compass which 
one of them carried they steered a course 
for the island an;l landed there two days 
later, but were on it six months lw>foi-» 
beini; taken off. I wanted to go with 
them, but Smail refused me permission, 
saying that I had been so Kind to him 
that he felt it his duty to reward me. 
All the others also spoke very kiudly to 
me, and I had the mortification of realiz- 
ing that I was the catspaw by which they 
bad lal:en possession of the ship. 


As soon as tSe longboat had ieft us 


and the dead had been thrown overboard, 
Small called all the people together and 
made a speech. lie appointed his offi- 
cers, stated that he proposed to steer to 
the north and that every one aboard 
oonld consider hin self a pirate and b? 
hanged to him. The ruen cheered again 
nnd again, and by tin hour after meiidian 
everything was running smoothly. Small 
enforced the strictest discipline, and the 
two or three convicts who ftrowled about 
it were knocked down with promptness 
end vigor. I was assigned to the cabin 
to wail on the captain, and our cook and 
steward had to do duty as before. Small 
knew something of navigation, and he 
had some smart sailors with him. 
He 


had a whole ocean to himself, and the 
chart showed him that the nearest land 
to the north after passing St. Paul was 
the Chagos archipelago, in the Indian 
ocean. 


For the next 12 days little happened of 


interest. Then one day about noon we 
sighted a Dutch brijj on *•— way out 
from Java. The s&ilma 
d manu- 


factured a very fair piriu 
flag, 
and 


this was immediately ran up and our 
course changed to etit the stranger off. 
When signaled to heave to, he lost no 
Time, being &enred half to death. 
He 


had a crew of seven men, and no re- 
sistance was offered. Small sent a boat 
load of armed men to take possession, 
and, 
as it happened to fall calm soon 


after the crafts drifted together, they 
were lashed in that position for the nest 
SO hours. The brig was full of coffee nnd 
spices. Small took what he wanted out 
of her and then scuttled her, while her 
crew were sent adrift in their own yawl. 


During the next two weeks we sighted 


only two sails, and they were far distant. 
I think it was only on the twenty-ninth 
day after the capture of the ship and we 
were well up to the Chagos when a sail 
was made out on our port quarter. This 
was about 9 o'clock in the morning, and 
a man sent aloft declared her to be an 
Indintnan. The regular track of those 
vessels was to the west of Madagascar, 
up the Mozambique channel, but this one 
might be going to call at some of the 
eastern islands. No sooner was her char- 
acter made out than all -was rejoicing and 
excitement en board our ship. The arms 
were got out, grog served to the men, and 
everybody was impatient for the India- 
man to come on. She came pacing along 
8t a good gait, the wind being fair, and 
eke was within half a mile of us when 
Small hoisted the black flag and signaled 
ber to heave to. This ^was hardly ac- 
complished when a dozen men cried out 
in chorus that the stranger was not an 
Indiaman at all, but a corvet. and a 
moment later she flew French colors and 
began to drop her gun port covers. 


For the next five minutes confusion 


reigned supreme on our decks. 
Then 


Small hauled down the black flag and 
hoisted the English colors and dipped 
them in compliment, but the Frenchman 
could see over a hundred men running 
about on our decks, and he knew that 
something was wrong. He came racing 
up and passed us close enoxigh to hail 
and ask what was the trouble. Small 
answered that we were an emigrant ship 
and that the black flag was a joke. 


The corvet ran ahead, luffed up and 


fired a gun for us to heave to. Small 
ordered all sail to be set, but the men 
were hardly aloft before the corvet sent 
a solid shot over us and brought Small 
to his senses. As soon as onr headway 
was checked an armed boat's crew came 
aboard, and the fact that we were a con- 
vict ship was at once apparent. 
Half 


our number were transferred to the cor- 
vet and 25 Frenchmen put aboard of 
the Queen, and thus convoyed the latter 
teturned to Cape Town. The cook, stew-i 
ard and myself were exonerated from 
all blame when put on trial, but Small 
and five others were hanged, and every 
tother man whose sentence had be«n leas 
than life had it extended.—St, Louis 
IPost-Dispetch.

MILLIONAIRES 


The New Tork Herald has accomp- 


lished a pjece of work directly bearing 
Upon the question of the concentration 
of wealth in the United States. This 
Is a much discussed question and one 
on which few sociological or economic 
writers agree. Probably it is held by 
one class of investigators that wealth 
IE rapidly accumulating In the hands 
of the few and it is held by another 
class that while the number of vorv 
rich men has increased that there has 
been a corresponding 
increase 
of 


wealth in the possession of the peo- 
ple and that the relative positions are 
not materially change^. However, the 
New York Herald has made a careful 
canvass of the millionaires 
of 
the 


United States and ,printed a list of 
them in yesterday's issue. It finds that 
there are 3,828 millionaires in the coun- 
try and, from an estimate of their 
wealth, comes to the conclusion that 
one-fifth of the wealth of the nation is 
controlled by one 200th part of one 
per cent of the population. As an in- 
troduction to Its long fiat of million- 
aires the Ni'W Tork Herald says: 


• ' One 200th i>art of one per cent of the 


population of the United States—or one 
person out ot every 20,000-^-controls 
one-fifth of the nation's wealth. That 
is 3,828 millionaires out of a popula- 
tion of little in excess of 76,000,000 own 
$16,000^000.000 of the $81,750,000,000 at 
which our entire property 
is 
fairly 


vslued, 


We have an aristocracy of wealth 


that has quite suddenly sprung into 
existence. Ii the first quarter of the 
century just closed there were 
not 


'more than half a dozen millionaires in 
'the land and two 
only—John 
Jacob 


Aster, in New Tork, and Stephen Gi- 
Vard in 
Philadelphia—had 
sufficient 


wealth to make 
them 
particularly 


conspicuous, and now we are nearins: 
the 4000 mark. 


Few millionaires in Europe are men 


»t affairs and we hear little of them as 
men, 
of wealth. With the accumula- 


tion of money they "retire" while the 
American with n^oney—and without 
the distinction of "rank"—begins to 
"operate" and grow to be a millionaire. 


He has operated most successfully, 


has centralized his capital and central- 
ized himself, gravitated from rural dis- 
tricts to the towns, then to the cities, 
and very, very often to the metropolis. 
This movement has brought the mil- 
lionaire centre Into the northeasterly 
section of the country, for the three 
states of New Tork. Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts have a little more than 
»ne-half of the millionaires and very 
nmch more than one-half 
of 
their 


wealth. 
• m 87 per cent of the cases our mil- 
lionaires have built their own fortunes. 
'very many from the very bottom, and 
a large number on foundations laid by 
father* or grandfathers. 


The millionaires have come from all 


Of the great industries—19 
per 
cent 


from manufacturing, 1« p*r cent from 
merchandising, 13 per cent from real 
•state, 13 per cent Inherited, 12 per 
cent railways and steamships, 10 per 
cent banking, 6 per cent mining, € 
per cent farms and cattle, and from all 
Ptb*r industries five per cent.

"It were a melancholy reflection 20 


years hence, as he crosses the shadow 
line of 60, if amid the crumbling arches 
of a lifetime of lost opportunities he 
should be obliged to 
confess 
with 


shame and guilt, that all his theoiizing 
ha.d brought him -\\ei~e the discrcJii of 
his counsel and the ruin of his party." 


Mr. Watterson, in his desire to get 


down to facts discusses the problems 
left over from the Spanish war, with 
Bryan in mind, and, applying himself 
particularly to the Philippines, says; 


"In abandoning the Philippines we 


yield oar vantage ground in the far 
e?st, ivhich 1$ already 
become 
the 


centre of the strife of the powers for 
commercial supremacy. We make what 
the world and the ages will hold an 
ignominious and short sighted surren- 
der, 
for we are entering upon a cycle 


of pure commercialism whose end will 
witness the survival of the fittest; ami 
since when was an 
spirited people in- 


sensible either to money or empire? 
" 'Wrong, morally wrong,' says Mr. 


Bryan. Whj*. on that line all 
effort 


which has "gain for its 
object is 


object is wrong. 'Out o: line with 
American traditions,' says Ail- Bryan. 
Why, 
every important movement, from 


the Louisiana purchase to the aboli- 
tion of slavery, might be so described. 
Bat, 
right or wrong, they are facts 


and, 
as an organized body, what shall 


the democratic party do about them?" 


Then comes Mr. Watterson's 
specific 


advice to the gentleman from Nebras- 
ka 


"If he sets up for a prophet, God 


help him! because in that event God 
only can. He should rather recur to 
Kinglake's fine illustration of Louis 
Napoleon and apply it to himself. An 
aeronaut who has twice fallen from 
the skies and is still in some measure 
alive.' 


"If the intuitions of a mind much 


given to speculative studies do not in- 
form him his reading must, that the 
idol of todaM becomes the outcast of 
tomorrow. Heaven forbid 
that 
we 


should decry the bravery of youth! 
But, in the case of Mr. Bryan, while 
it has carried him far. it has fallen 
short of the mark and has left him 
upon a most dangerous eminence.'1 


"In 1901 we face a revolution as great 


as 'that of 1856. Except as we realize 
its requirements we fan. Nothing* is 
easier than to theorize about the buco- 
lic'republie of Washington, and Frank- 
lin, to fustianize about the 'constitu- 
tion,' to make speeches 
and 
write 


ptiose-poems againsit imperialism, to 
fiddle and fool away the time, whilst 
the republicans whjpsaw us here and 
hamstring us there. 
Mr. Bryian's 


violin may give forth sounds sweet to 
listen to. Meanwhile Rome bums 


"It may be that we ought to deliver 


up to the useless sacrifice of the flames 
a few more presidential elections In 
the interests of a cause already lost. 
We may be of the earth earthly, want- 
ing in grace; but, somehow, we cannot 
help feeling that in this wicked world 
it is substance, not shadow that rules."

The world owes not a little o* its 


knowledge to men and women *-ho have 
been totally blind. Frauds Ifiber, the 
Swiss naturalist, born at Geneva in 1750, 
is a noteworthy example of what may 
be done by a person without eyes. 
Through study aud ill health he lost his 
sight in his seventeenth year, and, being 
possessed of enough means to live com- 
fortably, he retired to a small town in 
•his native land and set to work tc fathom 
bee life. 
There were many hive mysteries which 


naturalists had been unable to solve up 
to that time, mysteries so deep and elu- 
sive that there seemed but slight chance 
of a Wind man unraveling them. But 
Huber had two assistants who used their 
eyes for him, his wife and a servant 
named Francis Buraens. With their in- 
telligent help, he conducted a long series 
of experiments that unfolded a wonderful 
community and system among tile little 
honey gatherers. 


His discovery of the meius by which 


they ventilated their Lives was espe- 
cially ingenious. It stood to reason that 
a multitude of insects living in a dwell- 
ing with one small door must* have some 
way of renewing the air which they 
breathed. 
He first proved that bees 


would suffocate in a corked bottle. Then 
casting about for a solution of the ven- 
tilation problem he found that a num- 
ber of insects were always busily vibrat- 
ing their wings at the hive entrance. Fre- 
quently there were as many as 20 post- 
ed there at once, and they seemed to 
change guard regularly and keep up the 
work night and day. Some stood out- 
side facing the door and more inside fac- 
ing outward. By studying the mechan- 
ism of their wings he found that they 
were so formed as to maintain a constant 
circulation, bad air being forced put and 
fresh, life giving oxygen forced into ev- 
ery cranny of their dwelling. 


The origin, of wax was another mooted 


point among bee students. Some nat- 
uralists thought that the insects gathered 
their wax from plants, while others main- 
tained that it was a secretion from tko 
pollen which they ate, being disgorged 
from the bee's mouth, as fast as needed 
in its building. 


Huber first found that bees settling 


in new hives went to making comb at 
once, though they brought home no pol- 
leu, while the bees in old hives gathered 
pollen abundantly, though they built no 
cells. So be put a swarm into the new 
hive, made them prisoners with a net- 
ting over 'the entrance and fed them 
honey alone with drinking water. With- 
in a day they had begun making comb, 
and when the comb was removed they 
quickly replaced it. This experiment was 
kept up long enough, to exhaust any sup- 
ply of wax tHat the insects may have 
carried from their old home. When fed 
upon fruit and farina, they made no 
comb at all, though the food kept them 
healthy aud happy for more than a week. 
Further experiments and close watching 
by Mrs. Huber and Buraens proved that 
the wax came from between the rings of 
the bee's abdomen.—Chicago Record,

In consider- 
ing the ethics of the labor problem, 
there axe three things: To learn \vhut 
labor is, to find out if it has an- 
wrong and what the cause 
of

isrong IE, and then to apply the rem- 
ed.-. 


LabOj- is a commodity, whose value 


is determined by the demand. There 
is a widespread discontent on the part 
of labor, and it mav s afely be said 
that there is no popular discontent 
without cause. The cause of the dis- 
content is the enforced idleness that 
followed the introduction of machinery 
and the d^velopement of great speed for 
this machinery. These things threw 
many out of employment and em-'loy- 
ers straightway used the unemployed 
as a weapon to beat dov » the waees 
of those %\ho ^cre employed. 


v The \\oikingmen, seeing that he was 
being hurt by the competition of his 
fellows .organized labor unions, which, 
when, 
complete oreunizatons, 
have 


turned the tables o« the emr)loy°i', ano! 
are as unyielding as autocratic, as the 
employers themselves; and which are, 
while crying out against monopolies. 
themselves the most menacing of itii 
monopolies. But organized Ibaor 
has 


done little to remedy the evil of en- 
forced idleness, the blight of civiliza- 
tion, which is responsible for the labor 
unions, the tramp problem ,the filling 
of the priso.is, the sweatshop', striRes, 
and many other forms of trouble. 


All this time the employers and em- 


ployes have been prescribing for the ef- 
fefts rather than for the cause of the 
trouble. Some say that the cure for the 
present disagreement is a more Christ- 
Mke relation between employer and em- 
ployed b,ut the best friend that labor 
ever had said: "the laborer is worthv 
of his hlre_" summing up thus the en- 
tire ethics of the labor Droblem. 


Among the remedies suggested have 


been municipal owneiship but. 
as 


v,e have seen that enforced idleness 
is the trouble, 
\ie must as if ttis 


would supply more work? Others "Sug- 
gest co-operation, but would this sup- 
ply more work? Others suggest 
the 


continuation 
of labor 
combinations. 


creating a monopoly of labor, but <3o 
these reduce at all the number of men 
unemployed? 


Having- seen the cause, the only rem- 


edy is to do away with it. Enforced 
idleness should be turned into la.sure 
Shorter hours o£ labor for all would 
give employment to more and at the 
same time give more leisure to those 
who work. To those who ask if it i-= 
right to forbid a man to work all he 
wants to, the answer is that the •* el- 
fare of the masses if above that of 
the individual 
Turning idleness into leisure would 


increase consumption as v,ell as mak- 
ing room directly for more \\orkors. 


Demand determines amount ;market 


determines demand; the condition, of 
the people determines the market; the 
rate of wages determines the con- 
dition of the 300 Me; and the hours of 
work determine rate of wages The rem 
edy(. therefore, for present conditions 
of labor, is to regulate the hours of 
work so as to allow more leisure and 
make room for a greater number of 
workers.

Enforced Idleness with Laisars 


The series of ethical lectures planned 


for Sunday evening services at the 
Universalist church by Rev. A. E. 
Wright, was begun last evening, when 
A. A. Hill, editor of the Evening Her- 
ald, spoke on "The ethics of the labor 
problem." Dr. John Bascorn was to 
have o- ened the series with an address 
on "Ethical evolution," but on account 
of his ill health this was postponed and 
next Sunday Superintendent. I_ F. Hall 
will speak on "The ethics of the public 
schools" while Dr. Bascom's address 
will come two weeks from resterday. 


Rev. A. E. Wright 
introduced the 


series last evening "by a few words on 
ethics, describing it as the science of 
right living and therefore the heart of 
religion. From the 
series of 
ethical 


lectures, consequently, it was hoped 
that a better idea of 
religion 
itself 


woul'l be obtameJ. Mr Wrieht #<»;<! ir 
introducing Mr. HiU that he had dis- 
covered that there were other profes- 
sional men besides ministers who arc 
modest, notably editors. One he had

street railway company, which says it 
is to build on West street, mav be the 
entrance to the city. The petition of 
the Pittsfleld electric street 
railway 


company, now pending in the alder- 
men's board for a franchise for a road 
to the Hancock line, has been taken in

It Will Cost fSO.OOO and Have Sev- 


eral Unique Features. 


Plans ha\e been completed for the 


construction of the vessel to be built at 
Vancouver for Captain Joseph Ber- 
nier's polar expedition. 


The ship will cost $80,000 and in 


some respects will be unique. She will 
have a perpendicular double stern post 
rudder to permit the unshipping of the 
rudder or propeller at any time and 
will also have a flush deck to avoid the 
frequent flooding of the forward deck. 
She will have three masts, with a sail 
area of 7,000 square feet, her rig re- 
sembling that of a three masted top- 
sail schooner. The mas>ts will be about 
100 feet high, but the topmasts are 
made to lower." reducing the height to 
60 feet when desired. 


The vessel will bo provisioned for a 


five years' voyage with a crew of 14, 
including seven scientific men, consist- 
Ing of a surveyor, rn astronomer, geolo- 
gist, biologist, artist, photographer and 
doctor.

Secretary of American Legation to 


Sweden Loit $8,OOO — WUen Cwih 
Wa> Goao, Motes Were Given—Mr*. 
Mulr Settled With Swindler*—Pat 
Sheedy Acted mm Go Between. 
Overconfidence in his own shrewd- 


ness resulted in a loss cf more than 
$10,000 to Dr. Joseph Muir, recently 
appointed secretary of the American 
legation and consul general at Stock- 
holm, says the New York Herald. He 
was fleeced on the steamship Cam- 
pania by three gamblers, highwaymen 
of the sea- 


Accompanied by his wife, Dr. Muir 


left for his foreign station on the Cam- 
pania late in March. It was on the 
first day out from New York that Dr. 
Mnir, looking about for congenial com- 
panions, made the acquaintance of 
three American business men, who 
were going abroad for a short pleasure 
trip. They were, or at least they rep- 
resented themselves to be, F. S. Flower 
of Santa Barbara. Ca!.; M. J. Walch of 
Boston, 
and 
William Manning of 


Worcester, Mass. Mr. Blower told of 
his extensive Tirac'yards in California. 


Mr. Walch spok& of his business as 


that of a tanner and referred casually 
to extensive real estate holdings in 
Boston. Mr. Manning, aside from bis 
being a silent partner in some of Mr. 
Walch's business ventures, had prac- 
tically retired from business, it was 
ssiid. 
Dr. Muir found all three de- 


lightful companions. When the time 
arrived that ordinarily comes on ship- 
board when conversation languished, 
Dr, Muir proposed that a game of 
hearts should be played, merely for the 
Bake of passing the time. His newly 
made friends consented rather reluct- 
antly, saying that card playing was a 
little out of their line, but to accom- 
modate Dr. Muir they would put aside i 
itheir scruples.' Hearts were played for 
(several hours, but the game was slow 
'and not entirely to the liking of any 
of the players. It was Dr. Muir who ] 
Suggested that the game should be 
changed to poker.

Muir found himself loser to the amount 
of almost $150. After dinner Dr. Muir 
insisted upon having revenge. 
His 


friends urged him to be satisfied, argu- 
ing that he was in bad luck and had 
better drop tbe game entirely. Mr. 
JManning and Mr. Flower evidently 
looked upon his ambitions as those of 
a man with more nerve than judgment, 
but as gentlemen they could not refuse 
to 'give him a chance to recoup himself 
If he insisted. The game was resumed, 
and Dr. Muir's luck continued to be 


I bad. 
He saw the sun rise over tbe 


crest of five cards, and he sighed deep- 
ly when he retired to a much needed 
rest with the knowledge that he had 
lost more than §600. Before leaving 
bis friends Dr. Muir expressed himself 
as still unsatisfied and suggested that 
play should again be resumed the fol- 
lowing afternoon.

The matter 
was poohpoohed by his friends, who 
reminded him that they had advised 
him not to play. They also assured 
him that his indebtedness to them 
should not be given a second thought, 
adding that his luck must soon change 
and that his word was sufficient for 
them if he cared to play on.

American worthies were told that Mrs. 
Muir had been estranged from her 
mother since she became tbe wife of 
Dr. Muir, three years ago, and that for 
this reason her cup of sorrow was not 
BO full as it might otherwise have been. 
Howe-er, they insisted that a daughter 
never loses the love wlncb. she has for 
her mother, aud they said over and 
over again that they should insist up- 
on doing all that they could for Mrs. 
Muir. Tliey all wait up to London 
together, and it was arranged by Mr. 
Flower that Dr. and Mrs. Mulr should 
be his guests during their stay in Lou- 
don. For five days they were at the 
Hotel Savoy as Mr. Flower's guests. 
Mr. Walch and Mr. Manning were also 
there, and, iu spite of the bereavement 
of Mrs. Muir, the party was not alto- 
gether one of sadness. 
There were 


two theater parties, and points of in- 
terest were visited, Mrs. Muir in the 
meantime making arrangements for 
her return to Nejv York. Her hus- 
band bad first thought that he would 
return with her, but later decided to 
go ou to Stockholm. Mrs. Muir was 
as much deceived in the character of 
her husband's friends as Dr. Muir was 
himself. She thought them charming 
gentlemen aud was loud in praising 
their kindnesses. 


Mr. Walch one morning saw a BJOS- 


ton dispatch iu The Tiroes announcing 
a disastrous conflagration in his home 
city and later asserted tbat he had re- 
ceived word that the Burnside build- 
ing, belongSn-g to him, bad been totally 
destroyed. He decided that it would 
be necessary for Mr, Manning and him 
to return to the United States.

This 
mark of continued friendship touched 
Mrs. Muir, and she did-not hesitate to 
express her thanks. - Duriag tbe rest 
of the voyage Mrs. Mulr and the men 
who bad fleeced her husband were the 
best offriends. 
When near New York, 


In the course of a casual conversation 
Mrs. Muir fcfr the first time learned 
l^'.t' heavy had been her husband's 
losses. Mr. Flower let;tbe Secret slip 
and expressed deep sorrow for 
1* so do- 


ing, adding tbat be had supposed that 
Dr. Muir had told his wife all about 
bis ill fortune. The .sum was a trifling 
amount, anyway, as Mr. Flower ex- 
pressed it, and Dr. Muir should not 
give it a second thought until he was 
in a position to pay without inconven- 
ience to hiuibelf. 


Mrs. Muir would not have it that 


way. She would not permit any notes 
with her husband's name attached to 
them to be outstanding. She had the 
means aud would pay the notes imme- 
diately. Mr. Flower protested, but not 
too strenuously. He simply said tbat 
he was sorry that he had mentioned 
the matter and that he hoped Mrs. 
Muir would forget it, but that if she 
insisted of course he could do noth- 
ing more than accept the money and 
return the notes drawn by her hus- 
band. Mrs. Muir did insist. She said 
that while in New York she would stop 
at tbe Hotel Savoy and that she hoped 
her friends would communicate with 
her, so that she might know where the 
mouey could be sent. Sirs. Muir did 
go directly from the pier to the Hotel 
Savoy. M. J. Walch registered at the 
Hotel Nctherland, and F. S. Flower 
took rooms at the Plaza hotel. Man- 
ning went to one of the down town ho- 
tels. 


Tho Deutschland reached New York 


April 11. Tbe nest day Mrs. Muir went 
to her husband's brother, Max Muir, 
and from him obtained his check, 
drawn to her order, for $4,100. Mrs. 
Muir took this check to tbe Bast Side 
bank, upon which it was drawn, aud 
had it certified. When she returned to 
the Savoy, she sent her maid across to 
the Plaza with the check, which was 
placed in tbe bands of F. S Flower. 


In the meantime Mrs. Muir had con- 


sulted her attorney, Arthur Johns, who 
deckled that Dr. Muir and his wife bad 
fallen into the hands of thieves and 
frankly expressed himself to Mrs. 
Mnir, asking her to clolnv sordine: the 
check until she again heard trom him. 
She refused to do tbat. Mr. Johns then 
took matters into his own bands and 
employed tbe Pinkertons to have their 
detectives shadow Flower and Walch. 


While in London Charles (Kid) Mc- 


Coy, 
a pugilist, had formc.l the ac- 


quaintance of tbe men who had fleeced 
Dr. Mnir. After receiving tho check 
from Mrs. Muir those sbarpers, not 
daring to present the paper themselves 
to the bank, called McCoy into con- 
sultation. Tbe pugilist had dinner Fri- 
day night, April 12, at the Plaza with 
Walch, Flower and Manning. 
It is 


not known what advice McCoy gnve, 
but it is not nt all unlikely that he 
gave them the nr.me of the man who, 
of all others in New York, was best 
fitted to serve the sharpers iu their 


dilemma. Tho next morning Patrick 
Sheedy appeared at the I'jaza .ma scut 
his card to Mr. Flower. Not many min- 
utes later Sheedy, Fiowcr and Walch, 
closely shadowed by two detectives, 
were walking through Central park. 


An agreement was evidently reached, 


fQt^teturn. ,waa_ promptly made 


hotel, and the check drawn by Mar 
'Mulr to the order of Mrs. Mulr and by 
her Indorsed to Flower was turned 
over to Sheedy. When this transaction 
was related to Mr. Johns, lie decided to 
take leKul action to prevent the check 
being cashed. It was too late, how- 
ever. The check was sent to bank by 
Patrick Sheedy, aud tbe money was 
paid. Another settlement was effected 
hy Mrs. Muir which resulted In the re- 
turn to her of the note for $3,073, she 
having also received the note for $4,100 
when the check was sent to the Plaza. 
It is possible that the note for the 
smaller am«unt was returned by the 
men, 
who received it from Dr. Muir, 


after they discovered that they were 
under the surveillaace of the detect- 
ives. Mrs. Muir refuses to discuss this 
pbase of the incident. She has been 
convinced that her husband was the 
victim of an organized band of robbers, 
and bhe is deeply chagrined that she 
permitted hersalf to be duped by them. 


A SEA-PORT FOR ARIZONA. 


Important Plan* For the Develop- 


ment of the Extreme S«»tUwe»t. 
If plans now under -nay do not mis- 


carry, Arizona will be given a seaport 
within a short time, and the opening 
cf a" navigs^le waterway from Yuma 
to the head of the gulf of California 
will be a great step toward the develop- 
ment of the extreme southwest, says 
the Phenix (A. T.) correspondent of the 
New York Post. For several years the 
project of widening and deepening the 
lower end of tbe Colorado river and 
mak'ing a ship canal to the gulf has 
been discussed, but until recently has 
not assumed tangible form, because of 
lack of capital for the immense under- 
taking. Now it is said that the South- 
ern Pacific company is supporting the 
scheme as a part of Its plan to gain 
control of the traffic in the western 
part of Mexico and Lower California. 


The discoveries of exceedingly rich 


mineral lands in central and western 
Sonora, Mexico, and the rapid develop- 
ment cf fruit and agricultural indus- 
tries, particularly on the west coast, 
promise the most valuable kind of busi- 
ness to the promoters of transit facili- 
ties, which will give those districts ac- 
cess to a market. Not only is that part 
of Mexico to be considered a coming 
factor in business, but constant and 
recurring finds of gold, copper, lead and 
silver in the peninsula of Lower Cali- 
fornia lead to the belief among experts 
that the overcoming of the almost inac- 
cessible obstacles to reaching that re- 
gion will reveal one of the wealthiest 
mining countries in the world. Placer 
mining in its crudest form has been 
conducted by the natives, and the quan- 
tities of gold foucd in that manner ia- 
dicate sources in the mountains which 
doubtless are very rich. 


On the mainland the Southern Pa- 


cific has a branch reach'ng to Guay- 
mas, on the west coast, but there is a 
vast territory from Guaymas north to 
the Arizona line which has neither 
rail nor water connections with a mar- 
ket for its products. 
By a line of 


steamers in operation between both 
the east coast of Lower California and 
the west coast of Mexico and either 
Guaymas or Yuma the Southern Pa- 
cific would have a key to all the traffic 
from thoso sectio.-s. This would be of 
especial value as to Yuma. that place 
being on the main Lne of the road.
